DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows: 

Re claim 1, line 8: Insert ~ , wherein the projections and depressions of the organic 
material film are formed by subjecting the photo-embossing material to a mask and exposure to 
light, wherein the projections and depressions in the organic material film include a thinnest 
region corresponding to the contact-hole-forming area— between "film" and 

Re claim 10: Cancel claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-20 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record, taken alone or in combination, fails to teach or disclose in light of the specifications, 
claim 1) a method of manufacturing liquid crystal display device comprising the step of 
exposing the insulating film in a contact-hole-forming-area by reducing a thickness of the 
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organic material film by a dry etching to the organic material film; wherein the projections and 
depressions of the organic material film are formed by subjecting the photo-embossing material 
to a mask and exposure to light, wherein the projections and depressions in the organic material 
film include a thinnest region corresponding to the contact-hole-forming-area; and claim 13) a 
method of manufacturing a liquid crystal display device comprising forming projections and 
depressions in the organic insulating film; including a thinnest region corresponding to a contact- 
hole-forming-area; dry etching the thinnest region of the organic material film to expose a region 
of the insulating film.
